of Insoluble polson mysterles, and ona
more lesson for thoss who have the terrl
ble responsibility of dispensing death:
deallng drugs. Whether the girl whose
body was found In the snow In Helma
Woods, the traces of ovinide of potassium
on her lips, drank death of her owh voll
tlon will never be known., Orce more s
proved, what the Borglas well knew four
hundred years ago, that polson Is the
means of committing tho msubtieat of
erimen, most difflcult to fanten upon the
perpetrator, nnd the only consolation
is that sclence and the Improved polleing
of advancing elvillantion have done much
to combat the sinlsier “fine art of the
Rennlssance”

The atepn that hnave been taken to
bring the chemist under publle regila.
tion have made impoesible modern vers
sfona of thosa evil though colorful pages
that descorilie the work of the priviate pols
sonera that played thelr part In the
ratinues of Renalssance rulers and nobles,
Bome of their dovices are almost Ine
aredible. Flnger rings and bracelets wers
mada with tiny receplacles, In which pol-
sons could he secreted and from which
they could be subtly emptied into wines
glnssea at dinner. Gifts of snuffboxes
and halrcombs were coated with powerful
drugs that took effect like magic.

From a "fine art"” notable polson cases
In more recent annals have developed Into

a serles of lsolited cnses of homicidal
mania. In the early part of the last
eentury there was o serles of murders

committed In Germany which have given
to the name of Anna Marvin Zwinziger
an unpleasant  prominence. She wnas
living In Bayreuth, in 1807, o exemplary
a lfe that one Justice Glaser thought
he was getting & “jewel” when he en.
gaged her to act as his housekeeper, He
was at that timo separated from his wile,
The new housekeeper improved his good
opinfon of her when she managed to effect
a reconcillation between the Judge and
his wife. But within a month after the
wife's return she was suddenly taken sick
and died In a fow days.

Anna now left Glasor's servics and went
to llve us housekeeper with Justice Groh-
mann. He was a sufferer from gout and
waa often conflned to his bed. After one
of his lllnesses, lasting eleven days, he
died, and hls housekeeper appeared ine
consolable. Her good nome and “her
skill as a4 nuree,” as gome simple-minded
person expressed It, soon procured her
another ploce, this time at Magistrate
Gebhard's house, as nurse for his wifa,
Shortly after her ndvent the maogls-
trate's wife was sclzed with wviolent (-
nexs and died In grent agony. By this
time, when the woman’s fuvthier actlvity
threatened to eliminate the German ju-
dicinry of the gencration, there grew a
superstitious dread of whnt was called
her “unlucky" presence. This  caused
Gobhard to dismiss her. On the day of
her departure every one In the household
became {1l and shortly afterward a packet
of arsenie was found In her possession,
Troces of oarsenie weore found in the
bodles of the three persons wlho had
suffereod from Mrs. Zwanziger's house-
keeping, For many months she refused
to confeas, but nt length roke down and
her head was struck off on the block, a
method of inflicting capital punishment,
by the wany, which survives In Germany
to this day.

Perhinps the most notable polson mys-
tery of the last century was that of Wil--
liam Palmer, who murdered John Parsons
Cook in 1556, At the trinl the theory
wis promulgated that ‘strychnine could
not be detected in the body of o vietim
after death by any known test. At
the present day, however, it s certainly
not true that there |8 no infallible test
for strychnine, for if, by the “color test”
so-called, a certadn suceesslon of colors
Is produced, the of strychnla
s sald to be determined beyond a doubt
The story of the case was as follows;
Caodk, on coming Into his fortune of
$40,000, abandoned his profession of law
and topk to the turf. Here his intimacy
with Palmer began, At that time the
latter, & surgeon Ly profession, but now
pocupled with the breeding and training
of rave horses, wns [N sévere ;u»--nnlury
stralte.

The (nsurance money from his wife
did not keep him long afloat, In 1854
he had discounted bills to the amount

of nearly $80,000, to every one of which
he had forged the accoptance “of his
mother, and these bills were all due or
maturing In November, 1855, the month
of the murder, On November 13 Coolt's
horse FPolestar won &t the Shrewsbury
races, and $8500 fell to Cook In cash
or bets, puyable in seven days. On Wed
nesday, the Zist, Cook lay dead and his
pocketbouk was empty Though ather
physiclans attended, Palmer, intimate us
he was with Cook, was constantly at
nand and administered to him, amenyg
other things. coffes, broth and pills,

There could be but one guestion: Had
Cook died of poison? Accurdingly, the
defense made effort to show Lhat the
dea'h had been a patural one.
